A Challenge 



In its issue of June 9, 1968, Bild am Sonntag, the newspaper with the largest 
circulation in Germany (over 4 million), accused the Sheriff of Dallas and 
all the senior officers of the Dallas Police Department of collusion with the 
murderers of President John F. Kennedy. 

This newspaper specifically charged that the Chief of Police, Jesse E. Curry, 
was paid a bribe of $65,000 and that the Sheriff, Bill Decker, was paid one of 
$85,000. They received these sums, it was stated, in return for their active role 
in the conspiracy. 

‘Every single topranking officer in the Dallas Police Department was on 
the payroll of the conspirators’, said Bild am Sonntag. That naturally includes 
the then Deputy Chief and now Chief of Police, Charles N. Batchelor. This 
newspaper, furthermore, accused Curry of having had several meetings with 
the organizers of the Dealy Plaza ambush, and of posting a dozen handpicked 
men, whom he made ‘responsible for the safety of the assassins , in strategic 
places with orders to prevent other policemen, who were not privy to the 
plot, from pursuing the killers or firing at them. 

Bild am Sonntag is published by Axel C. Springer, a multi-millionaire and 
one of Germany’s richest men. 

If Messrs. Curry, Batchelor and Decker were to bring actions for libel, 
they could undoubtedly collect far more in damages than they are supposed 
to have pocketed in bribes. But if they don’t sue, the whole world will know 
that these so-called law-enforcement officers in Lyndon B. Johnson s bailiwick 
conspired among themselves and with others to murder the President of the 
United States.
